■ 3. Observation of Distinctive Features. — a. Observers 
must be able to detect quickly and analyze rapidly every pos- 
sible indication of identity of naval ships. Some character- 
istic visible features of individual ships generally indicative 
of the class and, when noted in sufficient detail, of the par- 
ticular ship are — 

General shape and size. 

Bow and stern. 

Funnels and cinder screens. 

Masts and decks. 

Superstructure : 

Bridge, and navigation bridge. 

Chart house and compass platform. 

Directional aerial. 

Tower, control towers, and conning tower. 

Searchlights. 

Primary and secondary armament. 

Torpedo tubes. 

Planes, catapults, cranes, derricks, and hangars.
